PUSD Board 
Cuts Own 
Allotment 


Members of the Placentia 
Unified School District Board of 
Trustees in unanimous vote 
Monday night, voluntarily cut 
their meeting allowance in half 
and halved’ their monthly 
allotment. 

Board members less than a 
year ago approved a policy that 
would compensate them $30 for a 
regular or special meeting, not to 
exceed $120 a month as their only 
source of compensation for 
expenses other than conventions 
or special. meetings. 

The allowance was sanctioned 
by Assembly Bill 1489. 

Monday night the board said 
they believed the amount to be 
more than they required to meet 
expenses of attending meetings 
and other special activities, and 
voted to adopt in one reading that 
the allowance would instead be 
cut to $15 a meeting with a 
maximum of $60 a month.

“I understand condemnation 
proceedings,’ Aguirre affirms, 
‘when it's for a school, a park or a 
street, but when did it become legal 
in this country to take a man’s home 
to sell at a loss to benefit a private 
developer? What happened to my

We're sup- 
posed to be a country of freedom." 

‘Besides, I don't want to sell my 
property.” 

Aguirre, a noted athlete in his 
undergraduate days at Valencia 
High School in Placentia, held the 
school’s shot put record for 19 years 
and was a letter man in football and 
baseball. He later played . semi 
professional ball. Aguirre now is a 
master carpenter and foreman for 
his company. 

The home at 1805S Placentia 
Avenue, near the apex of Placentia 
Avenue and Yorba Linda Boulevard 
in Fullerton, he built himself in 
1957. Brother Fred Aguirre, a 
former Mayor Pro Tem of Placentia, 
did all the masonry work on the 
house, inside and out and another 
brother, Frank, did the extensive 
tiling throughout the house. Over 
2,000 square-feet in size, the house 
sits on almost one-third of an acre, 
sandwiched between a Shell Service 
Station and the encroaching

Classifieds Seek 5% Raise 


A first 1975-76 proposal by 
classified employees of the Placentia 
Unified School District was made 
Monday night to the Board of 
Trustees, including a petition for a 5 
per cent level increase in wages, 
effective July 1, 1975. 

Teachers, who made their first 
proposal iast month to the board, 
asked for an across the board cost of 
living increase, but refrained from 
specifying any particular amount. 

The classified employees’ 4-page 
proposal covers a wide range of 
concerns including a cost of living 
contingency fund, call-out adjust- 
ment, transportation reimburse- 
ment, shift differential and an 
hourly base rate. 

The proposal states: *‘We propose 
that we return to the hourly base rate 
of 168 hours per month,’’ among 
other conclusions. 

Other economic issues in the 
statement include an increase in 
fringe benefits from $600 to $800; 
fringe benefits for part time 
personnel range adjustment and 


health and _ welfare benefits, 
including an insurance package 
covering medical, dental and life 
insurance. 

The employees also ask for 
flextime: ‘‘Employees would come 
to work any time between 7 a.m. and 
10 a.m. and go home whenever they 
have put in their 8 hours. Each 
employee could suit his starting and 
quitting time to his personal needs, 
although all would have to be on 
duty during a ‘core’ period between 
10 a.m. and 3 p.m. Lunch time would 
also be flexible--and could be as long 
as an hour and a half.”’ 

The proposal also seeks possible 
retirement at 5S with fully paid 
health insurance and a_ vacation 
schedule that would provide 12 days 
off between | and 4 years; 13 days, 5 
to9 years; 1S days, 10 to 14 years; 18 
days, 1S to 19 years and 22 days at 20 
years. 

Seven days must elapse before the 
PUSD board can answer the 
proposal and law requires that the 
answer be made publicly.

infantry, and had taken a short leave 
to view a little more of the continent. 

Pisa, however, he and Cheryl 
remembered well. Their daughter, 
Lisa was 42 months old and viewing 
Italy from a stroller. They parked 
their Volkswagen (‘‘a car in a grave 
state of disrepair’') by the tower and 
went sightseeing. 

When they returned, the 
automobile was surrounded with 
people and two Italian policemen, 
who spoke no English. The Schmidts 
spoke no Italian. 

“‘My German was as bad as my 
Italian,’" Schmidt recalled, ‘‘and 
besides they didn’t know German."’ 

With some informal translations 
by friendly bystanders, they pieced 
together that the police had caught 
someone ransacking their ancient 
Volkswagen. They were to follow the 
officers to the police station and sign 
a complaint. 

‘It was over my head,’’ Schmidt 
recalled. ‘‘They told me to sign a 
complaint and I did what I was tald."’ 

The Schmidts never saw the 
alleged culprit and proceeded to 
forget all about the incident until the 
summons arrived. 

The summons was an order to 
appear in court ‘‘to be examined in 
criminal proceedings."’ 

There was also mention made ‘‘of 
charging all expenses on the Public 
Treasury and a reference to a 
friendly Consulate General in San 
Francisco. 

The Schmidts became concerned 
for the man who was apprehended 
and wonder what his fate has been 
through five long years of slowly 
concluding justice.

We were 
afraid he might be on it."’ 

After the Browns first received 
Dean's picture, they were told it 
would be two months before he 
would arrive. But the sudden 
acceleration of the war turned that 
into a few days and Dean was here 
before they had opportunity to buy 
clothes for him..a situation being 
immediately rectified. 

But young Dean's advent into his 
Placentia home is a two-way street. 
The Browns are already talking 
about August 22, 1975, which will be 
Dean's third birthday and the party 
they're planning. 

And then there's Christmas. 
That's certainly going to be a big 
event at the Jack Brown home this 
year. 

Dean is one of the healthiest of the 
youngsters to come over in his group 
from Vietnam. In his brief stay in the 
United States he has shown few 
problems except a slight fear of 
going to sleep alone at night.

propefty line,’’ Aguirre contends 
“and there are four vents that go 
into the underground tanks."’ 

**Two or three times a week when 
the big trucks came and delivered 
the gas, we used to get fumes 
coming inside the house...usually 
this happened in the middle of the 
night. 

“The fumes were overpowering. 
When it got real bad, Dolores used 
to bundle up thekids in the middle of 
the night and take them over to 
grandmother's and I would stay here 
Waiting outside, afraid that 
something would ignite."’ 

Aguirre said that over a prolonged 
period of time, after he consulted the 
fire department, the pollution board 
and finally the county health 
department and threatened to sue, 
the oil company placed extensions 
on the vents and moved them further 
from the house. Since then the 
severity of the problem has 
lessened. 

He believes that the modification 
could not have cost the station 
“more than $30 or $40.” 

Aguirre says he has attended a 
variety of hearings at the Fullerton 
City Hall, and has found it difficult to 
be heard. 

He recalls one time in 1969, 
concerning the service station, when 
Ralph Diedrich was a Fullerton 
council member (now Chairman of 
the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors) when Diedrich de- 
manded: ‘‘Let that man talk. He's 
got his property at stake here and I 
want to know what he has to say.”’ 

He voted against the whole thing, 
Aguirre remembers. 

Aguirre does not know what the 
future holds for his family but said 
this week that he hopes to get the 
message across to other citizens of 
Fullerton ‘‘who might get hurt by 
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cream-of-wheat and a lot of fruits.

General Manager Ralph 
Shook said the switchover 
will cut energy costs at the 
pump by SO per cent. 


It is the second well pump 
to be converted by the 
district in its continuing 
drive to conserve energy 
and cut energy costs, Shook 
said. 


In the preliminary plan- 
ing stage is a move to place 
a gas operated booster 
pump at plant number two 
on Highland Avenue which 
will cut energy costs there 
by 50 per cent, according to 
Shook. 


‘The projects are part of 
the district's overall plan to 
reduce energy costs and 
conserve power wherever 
possible,"’ Shook explain- 
ed.

when there were 66 
members. She was board 
secretary from 1944 to 1945 


and was a state director for 
over 30 vears. 

Born March 17, 1891 in 
Connecticut, she is a 
graduate of Smith College. 
During World War I, she 
and several college friends 
signed up for canteen work 
overseas. It was overseas 
that she met = Arthur 
Lafayette Yarbrough, who 
came home from the war in 
1919 to marry Katherine 
Wood. 


Partners in real estate 


until her husband's death in 
1971, the two moved to 
Fullerton in 1929, ‘*Just in 
time for the nation-wide 
crash"’. 

Heritage House, a Vic- 
torian cottage, was built by 
Dr. George C. Clark in 1894 
and faced demolition at its 
location at 114 North Lemon 
Street, Fullerton because it 
was in the way of the Lemon 
Street widening. 

Concerned residents and 
civic groups headed by the 


North Orange County Board 
of Realtors joined forces to 
save the gingerbread struc- 
ture and had it moved last 
December to Cal State 
Fullerton’s 25-acre arbore- 
tum site at Yorba Linda 
Boulevard and Associated 
Road. 

The preservation and 
restoration project got 
under way with the realty 
board and the city jointly 
donating $5,000 to move the 
house, considered to be of 
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Katherine Yarbrough To Be Honored By Realtors 


historical value as one of the 
first homes built in the city. 

The colorful history of the 
city’s second dwelling is 
contained in a chain of title 
given to the realty board by 
the First American Title 
Insurance Co. in Santa Ana. 

Now being preserved as a 
museum depicting Fuller- 


ton’s early days, the 
Heritage House originally 
was built on a mustard 
weed-covered lot in 1894. 

Originally, the frame 
Structure faced Amerige 


Avenue at the corner of 
Harvard avenue. Sometime 
prior to 1926, the home was 
moved to the rear of the 
property and was turned to 
face Lemon Street. The city 
approved acquisition of a 
portion of the parcel at 114 
N. Lemon Street on June 20, 
1972, to widen the street. 
This deed was recorded 
August 9, 1972. 

Mayors and other digni- 
taries, including Placentia 
Mayor Robert Lyons and 
Yorba Linda Mayor Carolyn 
Ewing. have been invited to 
attend the special event in 
honor of Mrs. Yarbrough.

That Title 10 of the Placentia Municipal Code be, and the same is hereby amended 
by adding thereto a new chapter. Chapter 10.44, reading as follows: 


CHAPTER 10.44 
NEWSRACKS ON PUBLIC RIGHTS-OF-WAY 
Section 10.44.010 Purpose and Intent 

Fhe Council of the. City of Placentia finds and declares that 

(a) Coin vending machines placed upon public property in a location which 
unngasonably interferes with, or impedes, the flow of pedestrian or vehicular traffic 
create a nuisance which jeopardizes the safety of the citizens of the City of Placentia 
by preventing safe passage to and trom public sidewalks, public streets, roadways, 
or parkways . 

(b) The public display of pictorial material depicting nudity and sexual conduct 
in publications contained in newsracks located on public rights-of-way is patently” 
offensive and harmful to passersby when readily visible to them, and is detrimental 
toa healthy moral environment to which persons of the City of Placentia are entitled. 

(c) Such public displays are thrust indiscriminately on children and unwilling 
adults and consititute assaults upon individual Privacy 

(d) Every person is entitied to use the public rights-of-way in the City of Placentia 
without being subjected to such public displays 

(e) Such public displays constitute a public nuisance 

(ft) The provisions and prohibitions hereinafter contained are enacted in 
pursuance of and for the purpose of securing and Promoting the public health, 
safety, morals, and general welfare of the persons in the City of Placentia in their 
use of public rights-of-way 


* Section 10.44.020 Definitions 

For the purpose of the provisions of this Chapter concerning newsracks on public 
rights-of-way hereinafter set forth, the following words and phrases shail be 
construed to have the meanings herein set forth, unless it is apparent from the 
context that a different meaning is intended: 

(a) NEWSRACK shali mean any self-service or coin-operated box, container, 
Storage unit. or other dispenser installed, used or maintained for the display, sale or 
distribution of publications. 

(b) STREET shali mean ail that area dedicated to public use tor public street 
purposes and shall include, but not be limited to, roadways, parkways, alleys and 
sidewalks 

(c) ROADWAY shall mean that portion of a street improved, designed or 
ordinarily used for vehicular travel 

(d) PARKWAY shail mean that area between the sidewalks and the curb of any 
Street, and where there is no sidewalk that area between the edge of the roadway 
and the property line adjacent thereto Parkways shall also include any area within a 
roadway which is not open to vehicular travel 

(e) SIDEWALK shall mean any surface provided for the exclusive use of 
pedestrians : 

(t) NUDITY shall mean the showing with less than a fully opague covering of the 
genitals, pubic Fair, buttocks, natal cleft, perineum, anus or anal region of any 


person, other than achild under the age of puberty, or any portion of the breast at or . 


below the areola thereof of any female person, other than a child under the age of 
puberty 

(g) SEXUAL CONDUCT shall mean an act of sexual intercourse. masturbation, 
homosexuality, sodomy, bestiality, anal intercourse, oral copulation, flagetiation, 
or other act of sexual arousal involving any physical contact with a person's clothed 
or unclothed genital, pubic region, pubic hair, buttocks, natal cleft, perineum. anus 
or anal region, or, if such a person be a female, breast 

(h) PICTORIAL MATERIAL shail mean any material Suggesting or conveying a 
visual image, and includes, but is not limited to, a photograph, painting or drawing. 

(\)PUBLIC-RIGHT-OF-WAY shall mean any place of any nature which is 
dedicated to use by the public for pedestrian and vehicular travel, and includes, but 
is not limited to, a street, sidewalk, curb, gutter, crossing, intersection, parkway, 
highway, alley, lane, mail, court, way, avenue, boulevard, road, roadway, viaduct, 
Subway, tunnel, bridge, thoroughfare, park, square, and any other similar public 
way 

Section 10.44.030 Prohibitions 

(a) No person shall knowingly place or maintain, or cause to be placed or 
maintained, in any newsrack which rests in whole or in part, upon, in or on any 
Portion of a public right-of-way, or which projects onto, into or over any part of a 
public right-of-way, any publication or material which while in said newsrack 
exposes to public view any pictorial material which depicts or appears to depict 


‘nudity and actual or simulated sexual conduct. 


(b) No person shall install, use or maintain, or cause to be installed, used, or 
maintained any newsracks or other structure which projects onto, into or over any 
part of the roadway of any public street, or which rests, wholly or in part, upon, 
along or over any portion of the roadway or any public street. 

(c) No person shall install, use or maintain, or cause to be installed, used, or 
maintained. any newsrack which in whole or in part rests upon, in or over any public 
sidewalk or parkway, when such installation, use or maintenance: 

(1) endangers the safety of persons or property; or 

(2) unreasonably interferes with or impedes the flow of pedestrian or vehicular 
traffic, including any legally parked or stopped vehicle; or 

(3) unreasonably interferes with or impedes the ingress into or egress from any 
residence or piace of business, or the use of poles, posts, traffic signs or signals, 
hydrants, mailboxes, or other objects permitted at or near the location; or 

(4) interferes with the cleaning of any sidewalk by use of mechanical sidewalk 
cleaning machinery 

Section 10.44.040 Standards 

Any newsrack which in whole or in part rests upon, in or over any public sidewalk 
or parkway, shall comply with the following standards: 

(a) No newsrack shall exceed five feet in height, thirty inches in width, or two feet 
in thickness 

(b) Newsracks shail only be placed near a on vy adjacent to the wall of a building. 
Newsracks placed near the curb shall be pl no less than eighteen inches nor 
more than twenty-four inches from the edge of the curb. Newsracks placed adjacent 
to the wall of a building shal! be placed parallel to such wall and not more than six 
inches from the wall. No newsrack shall be placed or maintained on the sidewalk or 
parkway opposite a newsstand or another newsrack. 

(c) No newsrack shall be chained, bolted or otherwise attached to any property 
not owned by the owner of the newsrack, or 

(1) Within three feet of any marked crosswalk. 

(2) Within fifteen feet of the curb return of any unmarked crosswalk. 

(3) Within three feet of any fire hydrant; fire call box, Police call box or other 
emergency facility 

(4) Within three feet of any driveway 

(5) Within three feet ahead of, and fifteen feet to the rear of any sign marking a 
designated bus stop 

(6) Within three feet of any bus bench. 

(7) At any location whereby the clear space for the passageway of pedestrians is 
reduced to less than four feet. 

(8) Within three feet of any area improved with lawn, flowers, shrubs or trees or 
within three feet of any display window of any building abutting the sidewalk or 
Parkway or in such manner as to mpede or interfere with the reasonable use of such 
window for display purposes. 

(d) Newsracks may be chained or otherwise attached to one another; however, no 
more than three newsracks may be jgined-together in this manner, and a space of 

no less than eighteen inches shall separate each group of three newsracks so 
attached 

(e) No newsrack or group of attached newsracks allowed under Paragraph (d) 
hereof shall weigh, in the aggregate, in excess of one hundred twenty-five pounds 
when empty 

(f) No newsrack shall be used for advertising signs or publicity Purposes other 
than that dealing with the display, sale or purchase of the newspaper or news 
periodical sold therein. 

(g) Each newsrack shall be maintained in a clean, neat and attractive condition 
and in good repair at all times. 

Section 10.44.050 Identification 

Within thirty days after this chapter becomes effective, every person or other 
entity which places or maintains, or causes to be placed or maintained, a newsrack 
on the streets of the City of Placentia shall have his or its name, and current address 


* and telephone number affixed thereto in a place where such information may be 


easily seen. 
Section 10.44.060 Removal 

(a) Any newsrack installed, used or maintained, or caused to be installed, used or 
maintained in violation of the provisions of this subsection may be summarily 
removed and stored in any convenient place by any public body or officer. Such body 
or officer shall, prior to removal, take reasonable steps to notify the owner thereof. 
Upon failure of the owner, following notice, to claim such newsrack and pay the 
expenses of removal and storage, in the amount of $25.00 within thirty days after 
Such removal, such newsracks shall be deemed to be unclaimed property in 
Possession of the Police Department and may be disposed of pursuant to law. 

(b) In the case of violation of this subsection relative to restrictions upon 
attachments of newsracks to property other than that owned by the owner of the 
newsrack, to fixed objects or each other, and upon location of newsracks, any public 
body or officer may, as an alternative to removal under subsection (1) hereof, 
remove such attachment and/or move such rack or racks in order to restore them to a 
legal condition. 


Section 10.44.070 Abandonment 
In the event any newsrack installed pursuant to this chapter, is not serviced with 
the publication it is designed to disseminate for a period of over seven (7) Gays, City 
reserved the right to remove same pursuant to the procedure set out in Section 
10.44.060. For the purposes of this section, abandonment shall include, but is not 
limited to, circumstances where no publication is in the rack for a period of over 
seven (7) days. 


Section 10.44.080 Violation Penalty 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this chapter shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished as provided in 
Section each day that such violation is committed or permitted to continue shall 
constitute a separate offense and shall be punishable as such hereunder. 


SECTION 2 PTR. " 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or portion of this ordinance 
tor agar held to be invalid or unconstitutional by the decision of any court af 
competent jurisdiction, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
Portions of this ordinance.

To house these students 
four new elementary 
schools, one junior high, 
and one senior high school 
will be required.
